What did it signify, whether Mormonism 
was put anend to in December or June? It 
was not acaseof National peril, but of Na- 
tional polity. What could take place in 
these six months to jeopardize the Govern- 
ment at all? Certainly nothing equal to the 
annihilation of an army, in case of defeat, 
or the additional expense to the Covernment 
of a winter campaign, incase of success?
